Would Halt 
firms For 
Chinese 


WASHINGTON, July 21—(4)— 
Top American officials have been 
considering a shutdown on ship- 
ments of arms and munitions to 
the Chinese Government, it was 
learned Sunday, in the hope that 
such a move might assist their ef- 
forts to unify China. 


Possession of large quantities of 
American Lend-Lease weapons is 
reported here to have persuaded 
extreme Nationalist elements of 
the Government that they can 
smash the Communists in a six or 
eight weeks drive, and they want 
to try it. 

That would mean full-scale civil 
war and a disastrous defeat for 
United States foreign policy aimed 
at creating a unified, strong China. 


CHIANG’S THEORY 

According to one report which 
responsible officials here consider 
accurate, Generalissimo Chiang

Chiang was said to feel that 
Gen. Marshall, President Tru- 
man’s special envoy, might be 
eased out of China with much 
face-saving all around if he would 
accept some sort of “compromise 
peace” formula, which would in 
fact leave the Government free to 
act against the Communists when 
ready.

BERLIN, July 21—(AP)—Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, VU. S. Euro- 
pean commander, said Sunday 
there was a good prospect that 
food rations in the American zone 
of occupation could be increased 
to 1,550 calories daily for the nor- 
mal consumer about Oct. 1. 

The present ration is about 1,- 
250 calories. 

McNarney said there were suf- 
ficient stocks on hand, or in pros- 
pect, to maintain the present ra- 
‘tion until the harvest starts in 
September. He estimated the har- 
vest would yield about 900 to 1,000 
calories for the normal consumer. 

This would still require imports 
from the United States. 


| “But we ai mto do better than 
get the normal ration up to 1,550 
calories,” the Commander § said, 
“and to do this will mean imports 
of about 100,000 tons monthly. The 
big American harvest probably 
will permit this. 

“Eventually, we would like to 
get the ration up to 2,000 calories.” 

MecNarney said this was all 
predicated on the American zone 
standing alone. If there is an eco- 
nomic merger with the British 
zone as proposed, he said, food of 
the two zones would have to be 
shared. The ration in the British 
zone is somewhat lower.

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U. S. Army Quiz 
Fails To Solve 
Art Mystery 


FRANKFURT, Germany, July 
21—(#)—U. S. Military Govern- 
ment officials said Sunday an 
American officer had been ques- 
tioned in connection with the un- 
solved disappearance a year ago 
of former treasures of the Frank- 
furt Art Museum reportedly worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

The officials said nothing had 


been discovered, however, linking 
any American with the looting. 


An unknown number of paint- 
ings vanished in May, 1945, from 
the museum’s wartime repository 
at Buedingen Castle, 40 miles from 
here. Months ago, after the ap- 
parent wartime looting was dis- 
covered, an American officer— 
now redeployed home—was inter- 
rogated, but he denied all knowl- 
edge of the missing valuables. 


Recently, officials added, the 
former Mayor of Marburg at- 
tempted to implicate “every Amer- 
ican he knew” in other looting 
when he was tried and sentenced 
to two years imprisonment for 
falsifying statements about Nazi 
connections. 

“A lengthy investigation showed 
there was nothing in any way im- 
plicating any officer or enlisted 
man for looting of art treasures in 
the Marburg area,” officials de- 
clared, 

Earlier this month, the London 
Daily Telegraph in a Berlin dis- 
patch said two American and one 
British officer had been ques- 
tioned in connection with the 
Buedingen affair, and also in con- 
nection with the reported looting 
of Ehrenbreitstein Castle near 
Coblenz. 


At the time, the Army’s Crim- | 


inal Investigation Division de- 
clared it had no records of the re- 
ported thefts and that “a lot of 
soldiers looted a lot of places dur- 
ing the war that we don’t know 
anything about.”

Judge ‘Lonnie’ Franklin Goes Down 
With Crackers; Is Noted Legal Wit

AUGUSTA, July 21 — Judge 
Grover C. Anderson, of the City 
Court of Waynesboro, will replace 
Judge A. L. “Lonnie” Franklin, 
of the Superior Courts of the Au- 
gusta Circuit, next January, and 
when he does, one of Georgia's 
most colorful jurists will retire. 

Judge Anderson was nominated 
for the post last Wednesday in the 
primary. Three counties—Rich- 
mond, Columbia and Burke— 
voted, and only Columbia, the 
smallest of the three, stayed with 
Judge Franklin, who has held the 
post since 1922. 

DOWN WITH CRACKERS 

Most observers believe that 
Judge Franklin was defeated in 
the surge of the new party in Au- 
gusta which turned out Cracker 
Party office holders during the 
spring, including Richmond's vet- 
eran legislator, Roy Harris. 

Judge Anderson has said he 
realizes full well he was elected 
over the Cracker Party, and not 
over a personality. 

The personality which fell with 
the party, though, was one of the 
most famous in this section of 
Georgia. 

Judge Franklin worked his way 
up the hard way. He started, in 
one of the poorer sections of town, 
as a mill hand and then climbed 
his way forward in the legal pro- 
fession. 


Informality was the by-word of | 


He was no stickler for 
the rigid rules governing court 
procedure... He always tried to 
steer his court toward the truth, 
but he didn’t much care which 
route it took to get there. 

He punctuated his sessions with 
humor. He listened to the long- 
winded lawyers with his eyes 
closed, but always caught those 
who thought he was cat-napping 
and tried to put over something 
to the jury which they had no 
right to bring up. 

STICK TO THE LAW

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Soviet Insists 
On Keeping 
Veto Power 


NEW YORK, July 21—(#)—Rus- 
sia holds the firm, definite and 
final conviction that the veto in 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil should stand unchanged, it was 
reliably reported in Soviet circles 
Sunday. 


This was the first Soviet reac- 
tion on the veto question since Dr. 
| Herbert V. Evatt, Australian for- 
‘eign minister, attacked the veto in 
a broadcast address last Monday. 

Evatt, long a foe of the veto, 
‘also has formally requested the 
UNO Secretary-General to place 
the question on the agenda of the 
UNO general assembly meeting 
beginning at the World Fair- 
grounds here Sept. 23. 


Reliable, sources in Russian 
quarters said that the Soviet: posi- 
tion on the veto is firm, no mat- 
ter how many speeches are made 
on it in general assembly debate 
or however it is attacked. 

These sources emphasized that 
Russia feels the unanimity of the 
big powers is too important; that 
there should be nothing to min- 
imize the importance of the United 
Nations charter as it now stands. 

It is not yet known in Soviet 
circles just who will make up the 
Russian delegation to the United 
Nations assembly. It was said that 
the delegation was not yet ap- 
pointed. 

There exists the possibility, 
however, that Foreign Minister 
Vyacheslav Molotov might come 
to the assembly meeting direct 
from Paris, if the forthcoming 
peace conference has finished its 
labors by that time. 

In the event that Molotiv de- 
cides not to make the trip, there 
is a possibility that the Deputy 
Foreign Minister, Andrei A. Vi- 
shinsky, might head the delega- 
tion to the assembly. 

Russia's reported determination 
to stand on the veto as is, pre- 
sents a sharp cleavage when the 
assembly meets. Some smaller 
nations have indicated they will 
sound off against the veto at the 
assembly meeting. 

The Russians, it was said, would 
stand by the UNO Charter and by 
the statement made by the four 
sponsoring governments in San 
Francisco on June 7, 1945, on the 
voting procedure in the Security 
Council. 

Article 27 of the Charter pro- 
‘vides that Council decisions on 
procedural matters shall be made 
by an affirmative vote of any 
seven members of the Council.

stance—shall be made by an af- 
firmative vote of seven members 
“including the concurring votes of 
the permanent members.”

Pearson Flays 
Klan Before 


2,000 at Capitol 


Introduced by Gov. Arnall, who 
termed him a “valiant crusader 
for truth, tolerance, understanding 
and good will among men,” Drew 
Pearson, syndicated Washington 
columnist and radio commentator 
denounced the Ku Klux Klan last 
night in a national hookup broad- 
cast from the steps of the Georgia 
State Capitol.. 


A crowd estimated by police at 
between 1,500 and 2,000 persons 
assembled on the Capitol grounds 
in front of a specially-constructed, 
flag-draped platform from which 
Pearson declaimed “history will 
ridicule and despise the fiery 
crosses on Stone Mountain, be- 
cause the fiery cross breaks faith 
with the cross on Calvary.” 

"Pearson's speech, delivered in a 
light drizzle, although the sun 
shone, brought occasional boos 
from the audience, but on the 
whole the public meeting proceed- 
ed in an orderly fashion. State 
Patrolmen and City Police were 
plentifully on hand. 


Greeks Baffle 
LaGuardia In 
UNRRA Parley 


ATHENS, Greece, July 21—(UP) 
Fiorello LaGuardia, Director Gen- 


eral of the UNRRA, said Sunday 


that three days of conferences 
here had convinced him Greek 
politicians are as bad as American 
politicians. 

At a press conference just be- 
fore leaving for Rome, where he 
arrived later Sunday, LaGuardia 
reported on his talks with various 
Greek officials, including Regent 
Archbishop Damaskinos and Prime 
Minister Constantin Tsaldaris. 

LaGuardia conceded that the re- 
habilitation of Greece would be 
largely a political task. And Greek 
politicians, he said, are as bad as 
those he had come up against dur- 
ing 40 years in American politics. 

“Tl do not like politicians and 
they do not like me,” he said. 

LaGuardia said he felt ashamed 
for his country when he read re- 
ports of the Congressional debate 
on UNRRA. 

“Tl was hurt to hear abuse and 
ridicule heaped upon innocent peo- 
ple who, through no fault of their 
own, need food,” he said. 

“These utterances do not repre- 
sent the thought of the people of 
the United States, but that of their 
misinformed representatives.” 

Referring to recent charges by 
Greek UNRRA headquarters that 
the Greek government showed dis- 
crimination in distributing UNRRA 
food, he declared: 

“So long as I am UNRRA head 
I will not stand for discrimination 
in race, color, religion or political 
beliefs.”

A foreign correspondent named M. W. (Mike) 
Fodor probably knows more about Central Eu- 
rope and Europe than any other person in his 
field. He has spent 25 years in Middle Europe. 

Two weeks ago in Life Magazine he produced an article entitled 
“Trouble Behind the Iron Curtain.” 

It said, in part: 

“The Soviet Union multitude of internal 
problems from which the world’s attention has been diverted by the 
pyrotechnics of Soviet foreign policy. Some of Russia’s present 
difficulties stem from losses of life and property during the war 
and some from the overextension of territory. But the greatest 
source of potential trouble is the Red Army. At the top of the 
military hierarchy a group of rebellious marshals has stirred up 
dissension by its ideas of nationalist expansion. And at the bottom, 
hordes of returned veterans are causing no less serious apprehension 
to the leaders of the Soviet state. 

“Although military people all over the world have slightly ab- 
normal miinds, the marshals of Russia have the most distorted ones 
of all. 

“Through the war, or rather the success of war, the Red Army’s 
popularity soared and its leaders reaped the benefits. As a result, 
Red Army papers in Vienna, Budapest and other cities were serious- 
ly hinting late last year that there would be two lists at the Soviet 
elections, one Red Army, one Communist. This revolutionary de- 
parture, had it occurred, would have meant a two-party system in 
totalitarian Russia: As it happened, Stalin forestalled this eventual- 
ity by absorbing his rebellious marshals into the Supreme Soviet. 

“That Stalin will deal with the marshals just as Hitler dealt with 
the Reichswehr generals when they became bumptious is a foregone

conclusion, A fact that will worry Stalin much more is that 12,000,- 


000 Russian soldiers, through war, have discovered that the Soviets 
are rather shoddy workers’ paradises by comparison with the crea- 
tions of the Socialist parties of the former Second International.” 


Shake-Up Two days ago there was an announcement from 


Moscow that the greatest war hero, Marshal Georgi Zhukov, had 
been relieved of the high command in a “sweeping” shake-up of the 
Army. Zhukov was sent to a relatively obscure post in Odessa. 
What this means no one may be sure. 
Whether it bodes good or 
time passes to reveal it. 
But one thing seems sure. 
The top civil command of the Soviet Union does not want any 
aggressive military expansion; must work quietly to fit their 
curious, puzzled soldiers back into their economy and social pattern, 


It will not be easy. 

Lacks It is almost impossible to exaggerate the lack of consumer 

goods in the Soviet Union. Tremendous as have been their 
reorganization and advances, the sacrifice accompanying it was 
staggering. 

The people of the Soviet Union have little of the comforts com- 
mon to the average person in this country. This fact was seen by 
about 10 million Russian soldiers. They learned in middle Europe 
that the Soviet Union was not a workers’ paradise. 

Last January in Germany I talked with American civilians and 
Army men back from Vienna, Austria. There they had seen the 
amazement of the Red Army soldier when he saw what the workers 
of Vienna had for homes and furnishings. There are thousands of 
workers in Vienna housed in many immense apartment buildings. 
Fodor reports the same thing, revealing the disturbed resentment 
of the Soviet soldier when he saw the neat, efficient apartments, the 
radios, good beds, refrigerators, pianos, good furniture and central 
heating. 

All through Middle Europe the Soviet soldier saw—in Austria, 
Czechoslovakia, Germany and even in Romania and Bulgaria— 
that the real workers’ paradise was outside the Soviet Union. 

The widely advertised passion of the Russian soldier to own 
a wrist watch was another example of his surprise on finding them 
available in other countries. He saw that the hated Nazi Fascist 
worker had much more out of life than he or his fellow Russians. 


All that the Soviets have seen will go home, or has already 
gone home, in millions of minds. The word will get around, It is 
getting around already as is evidenced by the shakeup of the high 
command. 

All of which means that even Russia has her troubles. 

Communism is shaken in some degree at home. 

Some of this is reflected in the foreign policy as expressed at 
Paris. 

Comparisons not always are odious in effect.

Atomic War on Nerves 


The question of how 
than the layman thinks, for the 
power are much vaster than 


to bar war in the atomic age is greater 
possibilities in atomic destructive 
was demonstrated at Hiroshima or 
Nagasaki. This question was opened with Mr. Baruch’'s report te 
The United Nations Committee on Atomic Energy. Since then 
the discussions have been typical of the initial stages of a new con- 
flagration. Charges and countercharges, hope and fear, appeal and 
rebuff, all are creating a tug of war in the minds of the people, 
and through it we are seeing progress in psychological preparation 
for renewed bloodshed 

This war of nerves in response to a profoundly serious matter 
is the more alarming because of the tone and manners of the debate 
on the Soviet side during recent weeks. I do not refer to Andrei 
Gromyko's statement, not any official views expressed to our 
press by Soviet spokesmen here, but to the Moscow press 

The proposals made by the Baruch committee demand the most 
careful, lucid and objective analysis. But, while in this country 
Soviet spokesmen are speaking of peace based on confidence and 
trust, in Moscow the press with frightening unanimity is indulging 
in the wildest polemics. The question is not one for polemics of 
any kind. It requires the utmost realism and reason.

Sloganized Writing But the Moscow press resorts to that slo. 

ganized writing, which is a curse of our 
age. It endows words with the fearsome aspects of primitive taboos, 
of the “evil eye” cast upon the adversary. “Fascism,” cries Prof, 
Fugene Tarle, celebrated Russian historian, writing in the Army 
newspaper Red Star, “is on the march in the United States'” Mr, 
Baruch’s proposals, without any analysis, are conjured up as a “Pax 
Americana,” resembling Hitler’s “Pax Germania.” Our labor diffi- 
culties are presented as.a fight of “reactionaries, Fascists and 
imperialists who have begun to incite another war,” and vehement 
defiance rejects all further discussion, 

Maj. Gen. Zamyatin, writing in Pravda, makes a curious decla- 
ration: “Our military forces must carry out new and important tasks 
with a new upsurge of spirit and the greatest enthusiasm.” 

What tasks? And where’ 

Now all this is called forth by the proposal of the United States 
to create an international monopoly of atomic energy, based upon 
the existing and unique American power in this field, in the hands 
of an international commission, with access to and control over 
the world’s materials and plants: the use of atomic science for 
weapons of war is to be forbidden to all nations, including our own, 
Our stocks to be subject to the commission once it is clear that 
safeguards operating; and violations are to carry swift, inex- 
orable penalties with no veto

black magic association, Mr. Tarle takes exemption from the serious 
and difficult necessity of offering an alternative which has a 
stronger basis tor preventing war than mere “trust.” 

Mr. Gromyko’s proposals are not the slightest progress over 
the League of Nations.. The French delegate to the United Nations 
Security Council and Atomic Energy Commission, Alexandre 
Parodi, in a radio address, has called for “real international control” 
and “full right of inspection of atomic energy activities throughout 
the world.” He said, “Unless we can get unity of control of the atom, 
the United Nations will not be worth 10 francs as a force against 
war.”

Nightmares Haunt Frenchmen 


PARIS—The real danger In France—and in Europe—today arises 


from a single, simple fact. 


Most Americans with good political memo- 


ries will remember the time before the war when it almost seemed 
as though the world would have to choose between Communism and 
Fascism. That nightmare passed. But the choice is narrowing again, 
so that most Europeans and particularly Frenchmen, may well be 
forced to give their support either to the Communists, or to the 


political right. 


Since the chief French .Rightist party, the M. R. P., 


for example, is decidedly non-Fascist, it is an improvement-—-but not 


a very great one. 

Previous reports in this space 
have'described the position of the 
French Communist Party. It is 
the most dynamic party in France 
today. With 25 percent of the 
vote, it is already the largest par- 
ty of the Left. It holds key points, 
such as control of all the heavy 
industrial unions, which will con- 
serve its strength and influence 
even if it suffers a temporary 
electoral setback. Its internal dic- 
tatorship gives it an immense, al- 
though unfair and unhealthy ad- 
vantage over the other parties. It 
is likely to become the dominant 
party of the Left. The simple 
reason for this is that the Social 
ists, representing the nonCommu- 
nist Left, are caught between the 
Communists and the M. R. P., as 
the English Liberals were caught 
between the Conservatives and 
the Labor Party. 

The situation was admirably 
put by the shrewd old Francisque 
Gay, senior leader of the M. R. P. 
A Parisian political story, which 
happens for once to be undoubt- 
edly authentic, relates how Gay 
rallied Maurice Thorez, leader of 
the Cormmunists, at the Cabinet 
Council, 

“You and we, my friend,” he 
said, “we shall eat the Socialists’

Therefore, he is said to be ready to 
make concessions looking to a West 
German settlement, in order to 
bring together France, the United 
States and Britain. 

THE COMMUNISTS themselves 
are aware that de Gaulle is likely, 
ultimately, to be their real rival.

On Bomb Tests 


Having been through the expe: 
rience of the first Bikini test, I feel 
that there are two rules which 
should be adopted for the second 
test by all and 
servers,

It should have 
become effective not later than 
July 1, It is to stop making pre- 
dictions as ta what the bomb will 
do. Some excellent reputations 
were dimmed by predictions or 
conjectures made before Able 
Day, Even the newspaper corre 
spondent who had been closest to 
the atom bomb, and who, as a re- 
sult, had a much better basis for 
forecasting than had most of the 
brass and braid in Joint Task 
Force One, allowed jis enthusiasm 
to carry him away. He said the 
palm trees on Bikini Island would 
be snapped off—even though they 
were three miles from the target 
center, which is farther than the 
bombs dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki caused serious damage. 

Already forecasts about some ef- 
fects of the second Bikini test—an 
explosion a little below water 
level—have appeared. Some have 
come from official sources. 


HOW can anyone know how 
many cubic feet of water will be 
thrown into the air, or how high 
they will be thrown, by the next 
bomb? How can anyone know how 
high a wave of water will 
tossed? Or how many vessels will 
be blown into fragments? 

How can anybody even estimate 
these things without knowing ex- 
actly how much energy the second 
bomb will release? Unless some 
of the technicians and scientists 
with whom this correspondent has 
talked are so far wrong that they 
should not be allowed to have any- 
thing more to do with the atomic 
bomb, nobody can predict exactly 
how much energy an atomic bomb 
will release. Before the first test, 
a scientist of the highest rank offi- 
cially connected with the test 
warned that the b»mb might be a 
dud. It was not a dud, but it is 
understood to have been some- 
what less efficient in energy re- 
lease than its Nagasaki prototype. 


IN THE Marshalls, before and 
during the test, I noticed a tend-

BIKINI LAGOON, Monday, 
July 22,—(A’)—-The atomic bomb 
test to measure the destructive 
forces of an underwater explosion 
may be delayed at least a week 
because of an adverse weather 
outlook, V. Adm, William H. P.
